That the waters of Fox lake are not 
used, or susceptible of being used, as 
a highway of commerce and therefore 
are not government waters and not 
governed by the same rules regulating 
motor boats, is the opinion of John C. 
Ames, Treasury departmeut, United 
States Customs Service. 

Sunday, May 26th,xthe corner's jury 
impannneled by Coroner John L. Taylor 
to inquire into and ascertain the true 
cause of the death of the seven Chicago- 
ans whose bodies were recovered from 
the depths of this alleged bottomless 
lake, found that the seven people came 
to their deaths as the result of law 
violations. 

But John C. Ames, collector of cus- 
toms, Chicago district, holds that Fox 
lake is not government waters, and 
finds that the coroner's jury erred in re- 
turning a verdict blaming federal 
authorities for the tragedy. 

Mr. Ames made the following state- 
ment to Mr. Arch McArther, collectors 
of customs, Waukegan port. 

*'I received your letter of the 29th 
ultimo,, relative to the sinking of a 
motor boat and drowning of seven per- 
sons on Fox lake, Illinois, and asking 
whether these are government waters 
and are governed by the same rules re- 
gulating motor boats as Waukegan on 
Lake Michigan. 

"It is the opinion of this office that 
the waters of Fox lake are not govern- 
ment waters, and motorboats on Fox 
lake are not subject to government re 
gulations and the act of June 9, l£llO do 
not require documents; and steam ves- 
sels or this like do not require gvoyem- 
mcnt inspection and license cause and 
enrollment. 

"It is the understanding of this ofTice 
tliat the waters of Fox lake are not 
used or susceptible of being used as a 
highway for commerce, as they do not 
form in their ordinary condition by 
themselves, or by uniting with other 
waters, a continuous highway over 
which commerce is or may be carried 
on with other states or foreign countries 
in the customary modes in which such 
commerce is conducted by water. - 
(Signed) "J. C. Ames, Colletor of 

Customs," 

Whereas the Treasury department, 
United States Custom Service, has 
reported the waters Fox lake are not 
government waters, and whereas, there 
are no state laws which regular motep 
boat, Lake county authorities believe 
that no individual or company can be 
held responsible for the Fox lake 
tragedy. 

Mr. Ames* ruling was made in answer 
to the following questions filed by Arch 
McArthur, deputy collector of customs, 
of Waukegan The questions follow: 
First— Is Fox lake government waters? 
Second— Are the motor boats thereon 
subject to the same rules and regulat- 
ions as they are at Waukegan, on Lake 
Michigan? 

Third— Whose duty is it to .see that 
these rules ore complied with? 

Fourth— Are there other waters in or 
touching Lake county besides Lake 
Michigan, which the government holds 
jurisdiction as to the equipment, as to 
handling of motor boats, either used 
for carrying passengers, for hire o^ 
for pleasure. (

One of the biggest telephone deals 
ever known in Lake County or north- 
ern Illinois, was consumated Tuesday 
when the Chicago Telephone Company 
deposited its check with the stockhold- 
ers in the Lake County Telephone Com- 
pany and took posession of all wires, 
apparatus, equipment, and exchanges 
operated b^ that company in a large 
part of Lake County. Financial de- 
tails were no^t made public, although it 
is known that the check was in five 
figures. Immediate posession was giv- 
en. 

All districts in Lake County except 
the vicinity of Antioch and Fox Lake 
are included in the purchase. 

For about three years this company 
has been under the direct management 
of Ben H. Miller of Libertyville as 
president and Jesse S. Hyatt as gener- 
al manager. Although not posessed of 
technical knowledge and experience in 
telephone work, these ofilcers have 
been eminently successful In the under- 
taking, the list of subscribers having 
grown steadily. 

Charles T, Ford, now having a dis- 
trict comprising the lake shore and the 
exchanges of Fox Lake, Lake Villa and 
Antioch, will have supervision of the 
of the new territory. 

The purchase of the Lake County 
Telephone company's plant is a result 
of progress in telephony. For years 
the company has operated an exchange 
system with evident satisfaction to 
its patrons. However it found that ex- 
pansion of the plant to accomodate new 
customers involved large expenditures 
of money. Growth also required more 
expert supervision. 

Years before the telephone develop- 
ment of today could be predicted, when 
few local companies were in exlstance 
because of the difficulties in construc- 
tion and meager use of service^ and 
when investment in telephones seemed 
hazardous F.r Clark and F. Lovell of 
Libertyville launched what was known 
as the Lake County Telephone company. 
Neither was in position to invest large 
sums and had the venture ended as 
many predicted they would have lost 
But the reverse proving true they 
were enabled to witness its entrance 
into prosperity. 

Probably one of the most notable of 
its steps lay in the formation of an 
agreement with the Chicago Telephone 
company whereby they used the lat- 
ter's toll lines exclusively. 

The exchanges affected by the deal, 
with the number of subscribers at each 
is as follows: Grayslake, 143; Lake Zur- 
ich, 50; Libertyville, 604; Round Lake, 
78; Wauconda, 91. 

The Lake County Telephone company 
was the biggest independent company 
in the county and its absorbtion by the 
Cmicago company leaves only the vicinr 

it^sof Gurneo, Millburn, Russell and 
Antioch with the service of an indepen- 
dent company.

New Plan Is Being Agitated By Sam 
Schwartz of Woukegan 

By a petition that is being circulated 
and which will be presented, it is said, 
to the Lake county board of supervisors 
at their present session, practically 
every physician in Waukegan and Lake 
county will ask that the board adopt 
a new policy of careing for charity pa- 
tients and that the present plan of 
electing a county physician and paying 
him tt salary of $2,000 a year be discon- 
tinued. 

Instead !t will be asked that the fol- 
lowing plan be adopted: 

Turn the $2,000 over to the Jane Mc- 
Alister hospital association each year 
and have It apply toward the expense 
of maintaining the charity patients who 
are sent to the hospital. 

At the same time practically every 
physicmn in the county has (agreed to 
donate his services to charity patients. 
Supervisor Conrad & Hart has agreed 
to donate the use of his ambulance for 
charity patients any place inside the 
city — in cases where the ambulai^e is 
called into the county a speciar ar- 
rangement will be made. The plan is 
an entirely new one and has met with 
the approval of every physician to 
whom It has been suggested. 

Samuel Schwartz is the man who 
first began to work up enthusiasm in 
the plan. He paid personal visits to 
doctors all over Waukegan and to 
many in the county, pointing out to 
them how the plan would work out. 
He also has seen several members of 
the board of supervisors who say that 
the suggested plan appeals to them. 

"Many of the physicians that I have 
seen have told me that they donate 
much of their services anywoy and that 
they are perfectly willing to adopt the 
new plan," Mr. Schwartz said. 
( Under the present system no charity 
patient may enter the hospital unless 
passed by the county physician. As a 
result, during the last year, beginning 
June 1, 1911 and ending June 1 of this 
year, the hospital received but $182.50 
put of the .$2,000. ..The year . previous 
during the same period the hospital re- 
ceived but $130.70. We are not blam- 
ing the county physician — it is the fault 
of the system which we wish to have 
changed is his statement.

DELEGATES FROM INDIANA- 
MAKING 84 TO DATE. 



COMMITTEE SESSION STORMY 



Chief Executive's Forces Now Claim 
5G0 Votes on Temporary Organiza- 
tion Roll Call of Con- 
vention. 



Chicago. Juno 13.— Twelve Tnft 
delegates from Indiana were seated by 
tho Republican national committee 
hero Monday after the most stormy 
session tho committee tins hold since 
It assembled. 

Tho four Toft dolegatesat-Iargo 
■wore seated by a vote of 52 to 0. the 
HoosovoU members, seelnB their hope- 
lessness, voting -with the Taft forces. 
Tho commltteo also seated the Taft 
delegates from tho First, Third. 
^ Fourtli and Thirteenth districts— 
eight In all— a total of twelve for tho 
day, against none for Roosevelt. 

In tho First district fight the vote 
■waa unanimous, tho Roosevelt men 
joining with the Taft members of the 
committee. In the ThlrJ district there 
was a smattering of unldentlfled "noes" 
In tho viva voce ballot, but no roll call 
■was ashed. In the Fourth the Roose- 
velt contest was withdrawn and the 
Taft men were seated unanimously. 

In tho Thirteenth there was a real 
flght, but the Taft men were seated by 
a vote of 3G to 14. This contest also 
required more than two hours for its 
hearing, because of a battle over tho 
presentation of 71 nflldavits by tho 
Roosevelt men. By a vote of 20 to 30 
U\G committee refused to permit them 
to be admitted, because they had not 
made their appearance soon enough 
for their examination by tho Taft 
men. Despite this vote tho committee 
directed that the aflldavitB bo read. 
This makes S4 contested delegates al- 
ready seated for Taft. 

The Indiana dolegatos-at-largc thus 
confirmed are Col. Harry S. New and 
cx-Vlce-Prcsident Charles W. Fair- 
banl^B of Indianapolis, ex-Representa- 
tive James E. "Watson of Rushvlllo 
and Joseph E. Ollvor of South Bend. 
The defeated contestants are ex-Sen- 
ator Albert J. Boverldge of Indlanap- 
oHb, Edwin M. Jjoe of Lawrencehurg, 
ex-Representatlvo Fred K. Landls of 
Logunsport and Charles H. Campbell 
of ShelbyvIUe, 

Tho Taft forces now figure that oa 
roll call tho temporal^ organization 
ot the Republican national convention 
will disclose 5C0 votes for William H. 
Taft. This is a margin of exactly 20 
above a majority. 

On the other hand, friends of Roose- 
velt are claiming that in spite of tho 
domination of tho national committee 
by tho Taft forces with Its corrollafy 
of a Taft niajority in the temporary 
roll call that T. R. will control the 
committee on credentials.

Since 1908, 

Washington, Juno 10.— According to 
estimates Issued by the census bureau. 
28,4-10,000 persons In thoUnfted States 
will be of sufllcleut ago to cast votes 
In the election on November B. This 
Is a gain of about 8.000.000 since the 
last presidential election. The esti- 
mates aro made on age alone and do 
not provide for tho exclusions caused 
by educational and other nuallficatlons 
imposed by tho national and state gov- 
ernments. 

Tho last census shows 29.4 per cent, 
of tho population to be males over 
twenty-one years old, and this is based 
on a proposition estimate of 90,000,000 
people, or a gain of 4,000.000 in two 
years, which is the same ratio of In- 
crease as took place In tho years be- 
tween 1900 and 1910.

Washington.- President Taft 
boon through some strenuous 
paJgnIng this year. Ho has made not 
only political addresses, but certainly 
BO or more speeches oh occasions non- 
polltlcal. Mr. Taft la an extraordinar- 
ily big man phyolcally, and yet tho 
■train of hard work does not seem to 
toll upon blm ns It does upon other 
men who carry much loss weight. 
Friends of the president ascribe his 
continued good condition to his buoy- 
ant disposition. In other words, his 
temperament stands him a friend dur- 
ing his hard Work. 

There havo been one or two lawn 
parties at tho Whlto House this year, 
and before the spring season closes 
there probably will bo on or two 
more. At one party the guests of hon- 
or wore tho visiting delegates tp tho 
International Red Cross convention. 
The president and Mrs. Taft, standing 
under the trees on the south lawn of 
tho White House, received distin- 
guished guests from /ill oyer tho 
world. Tho president had Just re- 
turned from a week's campaigning and 
was to leave again at midnight, but 
he stood the three hours' "social siege" 
as If ho hod been resting Instead of 
working. Physically, tho, president of 
the United States la a wonder to that 
part of mankind which gets a chance 
to SCO him. 

At the Red Cross Reception. 
Tho lawn portles at ' the White 
House are tho most picturesque social 
events of the year In Washington. It 
Is not probable that thoao who do not 
actually view the scone can realize the 
extraordinary beauty of tho grounds of 
the White House In May and Juno. 
There are many trees, much shrub- 
bery and in some places a profusion of 
flowers. At the back is the house Itself, 
a fine spQclmen of colonial architec- 
ture, pure white and Impressive, with 
each of Its groat pillars adding a line 
of beauty. The day of the reception 
on the Inwn given for tho Red Cross 
people was perfect. The thermometer 
was at 70, and tho sun was In a cloud- 
less sky. Tho ladles all wore white, 
while the men, or most of them, for it 
was largely an ofllclal reception, wore 
In uniform, many of them being In tho 
picturesque garbs of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries and Europe and tho 
countries of tho far east. 

Present at that reception, unknown 
to moat of the guests and bearing her- 
self with extreme dimdonce. waa a 
woman who had Just returned from 
China. She has been connected for 
years with a school maintained by the 
Protestant Episcopal church In the 
heart of tho flowery kingdom. When 
civil war broke out In China recently 
and tho Young Chinese started on 
their crusade, tho woman who was a 
guest at tho White House reception 
left off her teaching In the college and 
went Into the field as a volunteer Red 
Cross nurse. She had many hard ex- 
periences, but not as hard as It was 
expected that she would have. China 
ordinarily Is not considered thorough- 
ly civilized, but even In the midst of 
tho madness ol civil strife it was 
found that both factions of the Chi- 
nese observed tho Rod Cross regula- 
tions as Implicitly as would tho coun- 
tries of the west. 

To Stop Bdnk Defalcations. 
Comptroller ot -tho Currency Law- 
rence 0. Murray has made a 
study of somo of the methods 
by which banks occasionally are de- 
frauded by their employes.. Ho has 
had a number at specific cases put 
before him and as a result of his In- 
vestigations he thinks that such un- 
fortunate occurr'ences as these and 
many that have preceded them may be 
avoided In the fbturo If tho national 
banks will co-oporate with his offlco 
In tho plan which ho has Just suggest- 
ed to them. This Ib nothing more nor 
less than the slnxple device of sending 
to his office a\carbon copy of the semi- 
annual report made by the examining 
committee of tho board of directors of 
each bank— the report which states in 
black and whlto what tho directors 
think of their own bank. 

When Mr. Murray assumed ofllce 
about 3,000, or between 30 and 40 per 
cent of tho national banks, had no by- 
laws and therefore mode no provision 
for examining committees. They.nbw 
all have adopted by-laws suggested by 
tho comptroller and are fitted outi 
with regularly appointed oxamlnini 
commlttoeg. When carbon copies df 
tho reports are pnnt to the comptroller 
a study will be made of them which 
win be supplementary to tho ajudy 
made In the bank. In this way It Is be- 
lieved that tho depositors nnd 'stock- 
holders will havo- a double check 
against, loss from defalcation and 
forgery. ' . 

Some Specimen Cases. 
Here ore some of the cases which 
moved the comptroller of tho currency 
to net: 

; Georgo W. Coleman, bookkeeper of 
tho National City bank of 9nmbrldgo, 
Muss,, kept a small personal account 
on the Individual lodger. He would 
"kite" his own checks through a Bos- 
ton curb broker- and . abstract thorn 
from the mall aa' they came back from 



the clearing house, ns tho cashier 
never saw tho contents of the clearing 
houDo letters nnd simply posted tho 
totals of the letters on the cash book. 
The general ledger, and tho 'general 
cash book woro kept by tho cashier. 
In order to make tho total amount of 
deposits In the Individual ledgor agree 
with tho amount shown by tho gen- 
eral lodger, Coleman resorted to false 
debit entries (plugs) and the reduc 
tlon of balances when carrying for- 
ward accounts. Within five yaara 
Colemon looted tho bonk of more than 
$200,000 and ho Is now serving a long 
term In tho state prison. Tho direc- 
tors noticed the reduction of tho de- 
posits In tho bank, but attributed It to 
competition. Tho defalcation was not 
discovered until the books were ex- 
amined by the auditors of tho Harvard 
Trust company, to which concern the 
directors hart agreed to sell out. 

Henry M. Dearlng, cashier of tho Al- 
bion National bank of Albion, Mich., 
Is Borvlng a term In prison. A search 
of tho cashier's desk, after the closing 
of tho bank, disclosed leaves removed 
from the loose leaf Individual and sav- 
ings depositors* ledgers carrying cred- 
it balances aggregating $185,317.41. 
which of course represented a short- 
age In each of an equal amount. This 
method of "covering" had been In 
vogue since the bank began buslnesB. 
Tho cashier stated to tho examiner 
that ho found no difflctilty at all In 
decolvlngtho directors. Tho bills re- 
ceivable were added by him on an add- 
ing machine; the Hat was checked 
with tho notes of the directors, but at 
no time, the caahior stated, did the 
directors check the total of tho add- 
ing machine list with tho general 
ledger. Tho assistant cashier stated 
that practically all of tho manufactur- 
ing customers' notes owned by the 
bank were forgeries. 

Not Balanced for Three Years. 

Earl Stannard, bookkeeper of a na- 
tional bank at Pomona, Cal., Is under 
arrest on the charge of abstracting 
more than $100,000 of tho funds of tho 
bank. Ono of his methods It la al- 
leged was that employed by Coleman 
—of extracting tho clearing Items 
from tho morning mall before they 
wore seen by tho cashier or others 
and destroying all Items In favor of an 
oil company In which he waa Interest- 
ed. Of the fifty-slx pages of Inactive 
accounts, thirty-slx. It Is charged, wore 
falsified for a total of more than $100.- 
000. Not for over three years had tho 
active and Inactive ledgers been foot- 
ed and balanced on tho same day. 

P. T. Arnold, cashier of the First 
National bank of Now .Berlin, N. Y., 
Is awaiting trial because of an esti- 
mated shortage of about $160,000 In 
the deposit account. He Is charged 
with issuing certificates of deposit 
which ho failed to register, or If regis- 
tered the entries were for a lower 
amount than the face of tho certifi- 
cate called for. It Is understood that 
no one but Arnold was allowed to 
make any entries In tho certificate of 
deposit register, which Is wholly In 
his handwriting and presents many 
evidences of erasures and changes In 
figures. It Is said he concealed his 
work In several other ways. 

Insect Quarantine Bill. 
■Representative Simmons of Now 
York on behalf of tha^ commlttco 
on agriculture has reported favor- 
ably a bill to enable the secre- 
tary of agrlcultwe to establish quar- 
antine districts for plant diseases and 
insect pests and to regulate the Im- 
portation of nursery stock nnd other 
plant products. Mr. Simmons says 
that under our present laws the Unit- 
ed States has becomo a dumping 
ground for diseased and Insect Infest- 
ed plants. 

If tho Simmons bill Is passed the 
United States will bo able to retaliate 
upon Austria-Hungary, France, Ger- 
many, Holland, Switzerland and Tur- 
key, all of which countries absolutely 
prohibit tho entry from the United 
States of all nursery stock and ad- 
mit fruit only when the most rigid ex- 
amination shows freedom from In- 
festation. 

It Ib said that If the Simmons bill 
bad been made a law some years ago 
the historic elms of Cambridge. Mass.. 
might still be standing, Including the 
great elm, which Is still standing but 
is almost dead, "under which Georgo 
Washington took command of tho Con- 
tinental army of tho Revolution, It 
was tho elm-bark boetio which was 
the chief agent In the destruction of 
the Washington elm and the other 
elms of Massachusetts. This beetle 
slipped in from Europe unchallenged 
and unmolested. There was no quar- 
antine to keep the pest out nnd as a 
result splendid old trees are now be- 
ing chopped down to be used for fire 
wood.

CLOUDS ARE LIKE SNOW PEAK 

Heavens at Certain Time of Day Re. 

•emblfi Gigantic QIaolera In 

tho Alps. 

Bemo. Switzerland.— Whoever haa 
traveled In tho western ntatea or in 
Buropo knows tho .beauty and under- 
stands the fascination of a;iow moun- 
tains. 

At places like Pau, from which on 
a clear day tho wholo rango of the 
Pyrenees Is visible, or Dcrn, from 
which, when tho weather Is favorable, 
can bo seen the glaciers of tho giants 
among tho Obcrland Alps, at such 
places travelers will wait for hours 
and even for days for the clouds to lift 
In order to see this sight which Is 
so wonderful. Yet I havo often ob- 
florved at homo great white clouds 
Reaped oa the horizon which had tho 
same majestic beauty as n distant 
view of tho Alps, the Pyrenees or tho 
Rockies. And no one has stopped to 
look at them twico or to admire them, 
Tho rosy glow oa tho Alps at Bun- 
set, to see which people will oven de- 
sert their dinners, the pink glow of 
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In tho Shadow of the Ice Mount'hlnB. 

Bunriso that entices them from their 
beds In the small houra of the morn- 
ing— these sights which are so en- 
chanting la their loveliness are sur- 
passed by the coloring of the moua- 
talnous cumuli that without going a 
step out of your way you may fre- 
quently see at evening la tho western 
sky. 

This thought which has so often 
passed through my mind was recalled 
by a sentence written by Sir Francis 
Tounghusband la a book describing 
Kashmir: "Early In September tho at- 
mosphere has been freshened and 
cooled by the rains which, though they 
fall lightly in the valley Itself, are 
often heavy la tho surrounding moun- 
tains. Tho sun Is still powerful in 
tho daytime and the sky unusally 
bright and clear. But tho monsoon 
will often make a few final efforts, 
Ono such day I noted when volumin- 
ous massca of cloud rolled up behind 
tho Pir Panjal to a height of twenty- 
flve or thirty thousand feet, their west- 
em edges aglow from tho setting sun 
and showing clear and distinct against 
the background of pinky blue sky, 
whllo the great main volume remain- 
ed dark, heavy and somber, with now 
and then a, split of lightning flashing 
out, and on tho far side, away from 
tho setting sun, threatening. tentacles 
stretched out across the valley In un- 
availing effort to reach the mountains 
on tho northern side. "Under these 
mighty monsoon masses even the 
great mountains looked dwarfed and 
puny. It was a great and fljial effort 
of that stupendous natural phenomen- 
on which bears the waters of the In- 
dian ocean to beat upoa the Hima- 
laya." 

Nothing could give to people who 
have never seen a mighty range of 
mountains ,a bettor Idea of their ap- 
pearance than the great clouds that 
pile themselves Just above tho distant 
landscape. The soft, rounded aum- 
mlts are mere beautiful than the sharp 
outlines of tho mountain ridges, but 
the mountains are so often veiled in 
clouds that the similarity of effect 1a 
striking and often In the neighbor- 
hood of some groat snow covered 
range ono Is uncertain whether It Is 
the actual heights or the clouds that 
ono perceives from a distance.

QUIDNUNCS at Washington, thoso 
gentlemen who aro always asking, 
*'\Vhat now?" enjoyed a consldorablo 
tbrUl of mystery and curiosity In dis- 
cussing tho recent report of Rear Ad- 
miral Southland, who on board tho 
West Virginia visited Palmyra Island 
and 51 of leaaor Isles, lying about 1.000 
miles southwest of Honolulu, about 00 
miles from Fanning Island. 

The Palmyra group, says Chappie's

Statea' claim to tho lalands. His re- 
port on this point Is very clear and 
explicit, to wit: "Tbo results aro dofl- 
nlto In making It clear that no flag, 
.polo, notice board, monuments or oth- 
er Kurfaco objects Indicating an en- 
deavor to claim sovereignty on tho 
part of any naUon oxlsta on this Is- 
land." No living person was found 
In the archipelago, although bird life 
abounded. 

Tho most mysterious find waa a lit- 
tle settlement of three huts In a 




densely wooded alopo of Islet 51, the 
prcsenco of which was thoroughly 
screened from anything by tho closest 
search. Two of tho huts were roofed 
with corrugated Iron and ono with 
thatch, and thero wero stoves tables 
shelves, jars, bottles and other evi- 
dences of a continued occupation at 
no very distant period. One hut, with 
a new door and good lock, contained a 
large number of cedar cases of Ori- 
ental make, several of which had been 
labeled by pasting a slip of Japanese 
paper on tho ends and writing over it, 
Ono case was thus labeled: "This case 
contains ammunition, May 7." ■ 

While thero Is no harbor at which

In tho care of baby chlcka, tho 
right thing to do Is to make them com- 
fortablo all of tho time. Think for 
a moment how delicate must be tho 
machinery of these little bodies which 
havo been built up from the albu- 
men of the 0£g mainly In the short pe- 
rlod of 21 days. How llttlo reslatant 
powers they must havo to withstand 
unfavorable conditions. What they 
need for tho flrst threo days Is a warm 
dry place to sleep and rest and digest 
tho yolk of the egg which was taken 
Into their bodies Just before their ex- 
clusion from the shells. Don't try to 
Induce thorn to eat or drink at all dur- 
ing this period. It Is often tho cause 
of serious bowel troubles to feed them 
earlier. 

It la not poasiblo to go Into detafla 
In this article in regard to the kind of 
a brooder to use, whether it shall be 
heated or fireloas. Tho ono thing to 
remember Is that unless they aro com- 
fortablo and happy, they will m)t 



thrive, and many of them will die; and 
they will surely lot you know If they 
«ro happy by tho contented, purring 
Bounds they make, by the flapping of 
their lUtle wings and atrotchlng of 
their legs, and by the way In which 
they flatten thomselves out on their 
stomachs on the floor of the brooder. 
If they cry and bunch together In a 
corner of tlielr brooder, something la 
wrong. Find out at onco what It la If 
you can, and remedy If They aro 
probably loo cool. Tho essential con- 
dltlona to bear In mind are warmth, 
dryness, fresh air, sunlight or bright 
cheery surroundings, cleanliness, free- 
dom frorailce, and an abundance and 
variety of good nutritious food to- 
gether with dean water, sharp grit 
end charcoal. 

What a lot of things to remember 
and look after. Yet that Is what 
"mothering" young animals means. 
Does It pay? it surely doesn't pay 
to raise them If you don't do It. To 
make poultfy raifilng a success these 
little thlnrja must not be forgotten or 
neglected.

eliminated. Tuberculosis alono causes 
a loss to Buch a policy holder of from 
JIG.TO at twenty to |17.50 at tho ago 
of sixty. At ago of twenty, with tho 
present high death rate from tubercu- 
losis, this one disease alone shortens 
llio complete expectation of life by 
two years and 158 days. While the 
death rato from tuberculoals seems to 
ho declining, the National Association 
for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis says that tho combined 
effort of every man. woman and child 
Is necessary to bring about a radical 
reduction In life Insurance ratca such 
as Professor Glover has Indicated.

Tho term farm mechanics is a very 
familiar one, but unfortunately the 
term homo mechanics Is very unfamil- 
iar. The merest beginning has been 
mode In that fleld. In fact, only two 
machines aro In anything like general 
uso In tho farm homo, tho sowing ma- 
chine and the washing machine, and 
the latter Is often of the crude type. 
Thero may bo a littlo something m the 
argument that women as a rule havo 
no strong afllnity for machines or mo- 
chanlcal devices, and therefore do not 
Bcek their aid, but In tho opinion of 
tho writer the dlfhculty Ilea far deep- 
er, viz., In a very general misconcep- 
tion of the activities for which provi- 
sion should bo made In a well equip- 
ped farm homo. The activities there 
conducted combine • thoao of a 
bake ahop, a laundry, a dairy, a 
reataurant, a bathhouao, sometimes a 
hoapltal, na well aa a place for rest, 
recreation and social enjoyment. 

For any ono of these, lioat, water 
and light are regarded as esaonllal, 
and no meager supply, either; but 
that which la abundant and easily con- 
trolled. A restaurant or dairy with- 
out water and a bako shop without ad- 
equate provislona for heat aro not to 
be considered. \ Let us understand, 
then, that form mechanics and home 
mochanlcB havo no Impassable gulf be- 
tween them, that they are not at oppo-' 
alto ends of the polos, that one might 
possibly apeak of form mechanica and 
houao mechanica, but that honle me-' 
chanlcB, In Its true meaning, Includes 
farm mechanica.^ Otherwise, our defl- 
nltlon la sadly doQcIent. Surely, the 
farm without the homo Is as the body 
without the Bplrlt, and surely those 
who till these broad acres,, and who 
toll la Bummor'a heat ond winter's 
qold, who plow and bow and reap, do 
It not only that they mt,y gather 
their Btoroa.lnt'o barns, but that aa 
healthy, happy human beings, the day'a 
wprk la. done and the evenIng•a^Bhad- 
owB call to jcBt and recreation they 
tu»y find both in ihe farmhomo with 




those thoy lovo and with whom they 
toil. 

Lot ua consider, then, how some of 
tho so-called farm machines can bo 
used to lighten the labors of the house- 
keeper. The house will have furnace 
heat, and, by whatever power water 
Is carried to tho barn, that same pow- 
er will- carry It to and through tho 
house, where provision will bo made 
for hot water, also. 

The gasoline engine can be utilized 
In running tho washing machine, the 
wringer and the chum. If electricity 
Is available it can be used for a com- 
plete laundry outnt— washer, drier and 
mangle. Moreover, by Us aid a vacuum 
cleaner will do the family sweeping. 
It will also save a largo part of the 
time devoted to the dusting process. 
So much for the machinery for wash- 
Ing, Ironing, aweeplng hnj churning:' 
Browing and baking are atlU to be 
considered, and there are fow placoa 
whore greater care needs to be cxer- 
claed than In the selection of the 
kitchen stove. Women and stove 
manufacturers need to cooperate In 
**.®**'l!"^ what really consUtuto easen- 
tial fiictors In a good atovo. It la quite 
gen^i-ally agreed that among theao aro 
a good flrobox, thick walla, well Insu- 
lated that will retain heat, a well in- 
sulated ovon not on tho floor, so that 
bakjjng process moana practice in 
knB'(^IIng, but at the aide knd at - a 
holgjlit easily managed when a wom- 
an stands upright. The drafts should 
boio arranged that tho heat generated 
oah be controlled and kept In the 
nfelghbcphood of tho atuve, not sent up 
tho chimney, it must bo so con- 
structed that It can bo easily cleaned 
EnamoUed ware has boon long on tho 
market, and a joy to Us users, and 
enamelled atovM are now to bo had 
hut If one hosltatea to afford these at 
least plain, amooth surfacea can 'be 
Insisted uiwn. If It la a gas stove, a 
Bimmoring burner Is a very desirable 
feature, because It gives Just the tom- 
poraturo which la beat suited for somo 
forms of cooking, and It la a real gaa 
saver.. Some moana of indicating tho 
temperature other than the tlmo-hon- 
qrod "feel" of .the hand Is desirable A 
flrelcsa cooker la a dcslroble addition" 
to thla outfit, not only bocauao It saves 
fuel, but becauaq the kitchen can be a 
much more comfortable place in which 
I to work if one is ua»d. *
